"^ H E S o u th w e st and the Katy 
have been p a rtn e rs for fifty 
years. Since 187 2, they have 
striven together in development. The 
railroads’ o n ly re w a rd for increased 
service to the public is an increase in 
revenue, limited by regulation of pub­ 
lic authorities. 
Railroad operating expenses have in­ 
creased steadily. 
Rate increases have not 
been proportionate to the increased cost of 
transportation service. 
Since 1915, Katy operating expenses have 
increased 
73%* 
The payroll, reflecting 
wages paid, has increased 84%. Taxes have 
increased 120% and now exceed the total 
passenger revenue of thirty years ago.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The re­ 
capture of excess earnings clause of 
the transportation act was declared 
valid and constitutional yesterday by 
the supreme court. 
The decision was handed down in 
a case brought by the Dayton-Goose 
Creek Railway company of Texas, 
and in which a number of important 
rallwavs joined, pleading that the 
provision would result in confisca­ 
tion. 
The first concerted attack by the 
railroads upon the 
Transportation 
Act of 1920, enacted when the rail­ 
roads were returned to private own­ 
ership after operation under govern­ 
ment control during the world war. 
reached the Supreme court in an 
appeal brought by the Dayton-G< ase 
Creek Railway company to test the 
constitutionality of the “recapture 
clause’' under which railroads are 
required to return to the govern­ 
ment one-half of their earning; in 
excess of six per cent on the value 
of their property used in transpor­ 
tation service.
